and that he- had all belonging to Man's Na- 
ture, which Adam had, before the Fall, (al- 
- thouph more is to be underſtood in Heb. 
2, 11.) all this doth not prove, that he hath 
not ſomewhat more belongins to his Na- 
furc, as he is the Heavenly Man, than 4- 
dam had; but indeed, on the cofitrary, it 
proveth very clearly, that he bad more, which is 
implyed in theſe words, He that Santtifieth; for 
Chriſt the Heavenly Man, the Second Adam, 
doth SanQify the Earthly Man, or Firſt .4- 
. dam, as he believeth in him, and giveth him 
Life, both to Soul and Body, even Life Im- 
mortal; and therefore he hath a more ex- 
cellent Nature, which is Heavenly and Di»

Chriſt therefore, and true Believers, are -Of 
Dne, becauſe they are united together by 
a matual participation of the Nature of each 
other ; ſo that as Chriſt the Heavenly Man, 
doth partake of the Fleſh and Blood' of the 
Children, they alſo partake of his Fleſh and 
Blood, and become one Fleſh with him ac-- 
cording to Eph. 5. 31, 32. And therefore, as 
he doth partake of the Nature of Men, fo 
theſe men who do believe in him, are patr- 
takers of his Divine Nature, . who is the 
Heavenly man, and of God through him, 
according to 2 Per. 1, 4. compared with 
2 Cor. 5. 19. and Fohn 17. 23. Moreover, 
that the Man Chriſt Jeſus, hath a Nature 
excelling all other men, as much as the Hea-

it is not a Scripture-Term, and- of a doubt- 
full and Equivocous ſignification, I purpoſc- 
ly did paſs it by ; I ſay, itis of a doubtful, 
os Rk B 2 .

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6r Equivocous fignification : becauſe firſt, it 
may fignifie ſuch a Soul; as hath no ſubſtan- 
tial dignity, or perfection in it, above the 
Souls of other men; and in this ſenſe, the 
Soul or Spirit of Chriſt, as he is the Hea- 
venly man, is not a Humane Soul, but Di- 
vine, ard Heavenly ; for it is more excel- 
lent, even in the nature of it, than the ſouls 
of other men : Or Secondly, it may fignifie 
the true ſoul of man, having all the Effen= 
* tial Properties of mans ſon], and it's whole 
perfeRion; and if in this ſenſe,any will ſay,that 
Chriſt hath a Humane Soul, and call the Man- 
Hood of Chriſt,his Humanity, there needeth no 
contention about it ; for in the Latine Tongue, 
we have not a word ſo proper, as Huma- 
hitas, to ſignific the Man-hood ; and if we 
may ſay Humanitas in Latine, we may ſay 
in Engliſh Humanity; that is to ſay, Man- 
hood : But then, by the Humanity of Chriſt, 
we underſtand, not only the whole Eſſen- 
tial perfection of 'the ſouls of Ordinary men, 
but alſo ſome greater and more Excellent 
perfection, as aforeſaid; and thereſore, it 
may be called his Heavenly and Divine Hu- 
manity, or Man-hood, which - took part of 
Fleſh like unto ours, in the womb of the 
Virgin. And not only | the ſoul of Chriſt, 
but alſo his body of Fleſh, in the outward, 
as it had alf the Eſſential properties, and whole 
Efntiat 
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Eſſential perfe&tion, of our bodies ; ſo it had 
ſomewhat more, as being+conceived of a 
Heavenly and Divine ſeed, that came down 
from Heaven; and for this cauſe, the Hea- 
venly man Chrilt Jeſus is truely Divine, 
both in ſoul and body, being divinely qua- 
lified in both. And if this offend any,that Chriſt 
ſhould be called a Divine man, I defire them 
to conſider ; how oft men are called Divinecs, 
only for ſome profeſſion of Divinity; & ſurely 


Chriſt Jeſus, as man, hath incomparably 


more reaſon to be called Divine, than any 
of them; And what if I ſhould call all their 
Divines, Humanes ? Is this too mean and low 
a Terme, whereby to call them? But why 
is it too mean and low unto them, and yet 
they give it unto Chriſt, and call him Hu- 
mane; his ſoul, a Humane ſoul, and his bo- 
dy a Humane body : Is not this to'exalt them- 
ſelves above Chriſt himſelf,and to take to them- 
ſelves a Title, which they will ſcarce allow unco 
him, and to give bim a Title (as namely Hume« 
ane)which they think too mean for themſelves,

{ had, and ſtill hath greater, - and: more ex- 
{ cellent perfections, both of ſoul and body, 
than all other men, doth not hinder that he 
was mace like unte-us, in thofe which both 
he and we alſo have : for was not Adam 
made in the: Similitude or likeneſs of God ? 
So that by reaſon of that Similitude, man 
was like unto God. and yet God is infinite- 
ly more excettent in nature and being, than 
Man ; but yet according unto the reaſoning 
of this Author, either man hath no likeneſs 
unto God, is not like unto him in any thing, 
or then God hath no Subſtantial or Effentr- 
al perfection above: man ; + both which are 
moſt abſurd and contrary unto Scripture.

Anſwy, 1 have no fime, nor mind to an- 
ſwer all thy queries; many of 'which are 
altogether unneceſſary, others, vain and fri- 
voloys ; but if thou thinkeſt that the pre-ex- 
HNtence of the Soul of Chriſt, doth neceſſari- 
ly infer the pre-exiſtence of the ſouls of 
all other men,: thou ſhouldeſt have proved 
it by a clear Deduction, ſo to be ; which be- 
cauſe thou haſt not done, I am not con- 
cerned to anſwer thy query in this particu 
lar: and I adviſe thee, with Auguſtine, to 
be more earneſt to know, what ſhall be the 
ſtate of thy ſoul after thou goeſt out of this 
world, than what it was. before thou cameſt 
into it. - And if thou repent not from thy

day;”and expect not any other thing from 
Chriſt but Torment, as they faid unto him, 
when he came in the fleſh, and did calt, 


them-out of men, What have we to do. with 
| thee, 
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thee, Jeſus of Nazareth ? Art thou come to 
Torment us before the time? So, here, 
the Devils believe and tremble, for they 
fear the Judgement of Chriſt, to whom all 
power is given; But how could they fear 
it, if he were not preſent ; and how could 
he caſt them out of thoſe they poſſeſſed, if 
his power (which is one with himſelf) did 
not reach unto them ? 

Pamplet, Animad. 13, As for the Greek

Philoſopher ; which is to fay, a lover of 


Wiſdome ; but that Philoſophy and vajn de- 


ceit, which the Apoſtle bids' the Coloſſians be- 
ware of, that is, after the Tradition of men, 
after the rudiments of this world, and not 
after Chriſt, wherein T1 have been formerly 
educated and eXerciſed, before I knew the 
truth as it is in Jelus, I have renounced, and 
do here, openly declare my Renounciation 
thereof, and count it all but loſs and dung 
for the excellency of the knowledge of Chriſt 
Jeſus, in whom are hid, all the Treaſures 
of Wiſdome and Knowledge ; and what I 
have declared, -or given forth in any,pub- 
lick Teſtimony concerning -the truth, I have
